QUARTERLY SYSTEM 

At Chicago university, where 
traditional ways in education 
have been replaced by a dras- 
tic overhauling of the curricu- 
lum, the educational revolution 
has been carried much. farther 
than a. similar revolt from 
time honored methods at Mu- 
nicipal . University. The ‘aca- 
demic year, at Chicago, is di- 
vided into four twelve-week 
periods as. contrasted to the 
two-semester division in vogue 
at Municipal University. 

Among the reasons advanced 
for the quarterly system are: 
The student is able, if he so 
desires, to finish a four-year 
course in three years; those 


‘who fail in a subject have 


wasted but 12 weeks; students 


can drop out for a short pe-| 


riod. of time to engage in out- 


‘ |side' work and then return to 


the University. 
At Chicago university the 
method of | registration has 


‘been. developed: to the point] 


where comparatively little time 
is wasted by the student. With 
students registering three and 


four. times a year, little time 


can be wasted. It goes with- 
out saying ‘that registration 


methods at Municipal Univer-. 


sity would ‘have to be over- 


hauled: if ‘the quarterly system 


were to ‘be. introduced here. 
: The quarterly. system: is not
